PIONEERING work in Greenwich 
which joins up health and social care 
was shown to the new Community 
and Social Care Minister, Alistair 
Burt MP last week. 

He paid a visit to find out more about 
the way the new approach to services is 
improving the lives of local residents. He 
met people who have benefited, and heard 
about how it had improved the quality of 
their lives. 

He chose Greenwich as it is one of 14 
‘pioneers’ selected by the government 
two years ago as part of its development

of integrated health and social care. 
Greenwich and other pioneers are playing 
a leading role in helping share best 
practice nationally. 

The minister went to the new Eltham 
Community Hospital, which opened to 
its first patients earlier this year. The 
two intermediate care wards play a 
vital role in helping patients make the 
transition from hospital to home and 
will enable people needing some extra 
care to be looked after in a community 


setting, reducing the level of admissions 
to hospital. These wards are the first in 
a wide range of primary and community 
care services that will be provided from 
this new state-of-the-art facility. 

The minister also met with councillors 
John Fahy, David Gardner and Mark 
Elliott and social services professionals 
including Dr Rebecca Rosen, who has 
been lead GP working on the programme 
to integrate primary care, community 


care, social care and the voluntary sector. 

Their work has led to fewer unnecessary 
hospital admissions. In spite of the aging 
population Greenwich has improved from 
the worst in the country for emergency 
admission rates in 2004 to the 9th best. 
Additionally, fewer people now need long- 
term care, and discharges for patients 
over 65 have been speeded up. Mr Burt

Amenities for 
Abbey Wood 

WITH Crossrail well underway and Abbey 
Wood being the termination station, could 
you tell us what is being done to turn Abbey 
Wood into a more attractive area?

The area surrounding Abbey Wood station 
isn't exactly a hub of entertainment and 
excitement - unless one considers fast- 
food, bookies, and mini-marts exciting or 
entertaining. Of course, Lesness Abbey 
is glorious, and I cannot fault the ancient 
beauty there, but are there any plans 
underway for regenerating the immediate 
surrounding area of the new station?

• A council spokesperson said: "Thank 
you for your letter. The council is working 
to make a series of improvements to the 
Abbey Wood area in preparation for the 
opening of the new Crossrail services in 
201 8. This includes a world class design 
for the new rail station at Abbey Wood 
and a £6m programme (with £2.2m from 
Transport for London) to enhance the 
highway, bus stops and entry points 
immediately adjacent to the station. 
Delivery of a "Housing Zone" to the north 
of the station will support and accelerate 
the delivery of new homes, 45 per cent 
of which will be affordable. The overall 
result will not only be an increase in high 
quality homes for local people but also a 
significant improvement in the appearance 
of the area along Harrow Manor Way - 
due for completion in the next 2-3 years. 

A £300,000 High Street Improvement 
programme for Wilton Road will deliver 
physical improvements to shops on the 
street and a new vision for the area. This 
project will start imminently and both 
local traders and interested residents will 
be invited to comment and help shape 
proposals as they emerge. The council is in 
discussions with the developer in regards to 
providing a new community library for the 
area."

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£3,000 fine for smuggled vodka 


AN off-licence owner from Plumstead was 
caught selling bottles of vodka that had 
been smuggled into the country without any 
excise duty being paid. 

Tipen Siwa from the DJ off-licence in Brewery 
Road was fined a total of £3,000, and 
ordered to pay costs of £1 ,830 and a victim 
surcharge of £1 20. He pleaded guilty to all 
the charges brought by the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich when he appeared before 
magistrates at Bexley. 

The court heard that two trading standards 
officers had visited the off-licence to give 


advice on how to avoid selling alcohol 
to underage youths. They discovered 
37 bottles of Smirnoff on sale that had 
counterfeit labels on them and a further 82 
bottles in a store room. Siwa said that his 
wife had bought the alcohol and he had not 
been aware whether or not the duty had 
been paid. 

The court also ordered that the illegal goods 
that had been seized should be forfeited. 
Cllr Jackie Smith, the council's cabinet 
member for community safety and 
environment, said: "Selling alcohol illegally 


is a serious matter. It risks the health of our 
residents where industrial alcohol could be 
present and disadvantages other business 
in the borough. We will not hesitate to 
prosecute where we find the law is being 
broken."

Scroll forward 

Chance to discover Magna Carta's 
Greenwich connections 



ON Sunday (June 14) it will 
be exactly 800 years since one 
of the world’s most important 
documents was signed. 

The Magna Carta was signed 
with the seal of King John on 
the banks of the River Thames 
at Runneymede near Windsor, 
witnessed by 25 barons. They 
included Geoffrey de Saye, then the 
Lord of West Greenwich. 

This local connection has 
given the royal borough a 
unique opportunity to mark the 
anniversary 

The Magna Carta, which means 
‘Great Charter’, set out in law a list 
of rights, and King John agreed to 
abide by them. They included a 
declaration that all ‘free men’ had 
the right to justice and a fair trial - 
a founding principle of English law 
that is still in force today. 

The document also formed the 
cornerstone of the idea of liberty 
and law, both in England and 
across the world. It inspired the 
US Declaration of Independence, 
the European Convention on 
Human Rights and the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights.

Carta will be on show this week at 
the Greenwich Heritage Centre in 
Artillery Square, Woolwich. And 
on Saturday from 12.30pm the Big 
Screen in General Gordon Square, 
Woolwich, will show a programme 
from the British Library all about 
the Magna Carta. This will be 
followed at 1pm by Robin Hood 
- a version of the story about the 
legendary outlaw who fought the 
injustices caused by King John. 

Cllr Miranda Williams, the

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E-shop windows 
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NEARLY 200 local firms are benefiting from becoming more 'tech savvy'- and 
taking advantage of new media to boost their business and create new jobs. It's 
the impressive results of an e-business support package, offered by the council in 
partnership with Woolwich-based South East Enterprise. Greenwich Time reports... 


T HE three-year E-Business 
Support Programme was 
launched in May last year to 
provide a rolling series of training 
workshops for businesses, plus 
one-to-one sessions with e-business 
advisers from South East Enterprise 
(SEE). 


As a result businesses have used new 
technology to improve operations, 
productivity and marketing through 
social media resulting in expansion 
and the creation of new jobs. 

So far, nine websites have been built 
and another 50 businesses are being 
lined up to have their sites either built 
or rebuilt. 

The initiative has already led to 20 
new jobs being created by businesses 
that have undergone the programme 
and expanded as a result. They are 
all full-time jobs, and include two 
in health and well-being and 15 
in cleaning, spread between four 
different companies. In one growing 
company alone, three new people were 
taken on - a sales person, a driver and 
an administrator. 

Subjects covered by the programme 
include best practice in social media, 
search engine optimisation, which 
entails improved positioning of a 
website to make it easier to find, web 
design, e-commerce and cloud-based 
systems. 

There is a strong partnership 
with students and graduates 
from Greenwich University and 
Ravensbourne College who use their 
skills to work directly with local

significantly from the E-business 
Support Programme is the Art Hub, 
a not-for-profit social enterprise 
supplying studio and gallery facilities 
for artists. 

Its two sites at Charlton and one in 
Deptford enable 1 1 5 artist members to 
enjoy affordable creative facilities. 

Back in 1 999 married artists Deborah 
and Adrian Morris-Thomas began to 
provide artists with work spaces and a 
gallery known as Framework Studios. 
Evolving into the Art Hub, they started 
to support and promote the work of 
creative people in many disciplines. 


businesses. 

Tony Goldstein, SEE’s managing 
director, said: “The E-Business 
programme is really having an impact, 
especially on retail businesses in the 
borough. As firms embrace the digital 
side of business they become better 
able to engage with their customers. 

“So retailers using social media 
can tell their customers about offers 
and what they are doing. Meanwhile, 
customers following on social media 
can keep up-to-date with what their 
local retailers are doing on their high 
street. This is reflecting the changing 
face of the local high street business 
and helping to make ‘shop local’ really 
meaningful by tailoring offers directly 
to the local market place.” 

He stressed: “It’s fair to say that many 
firms that have been through our 
programme are doing more business, 
which has led to more jobs. And the 
programme is not just about training, 
it’s more about one-to-one support.” 

Cllr Sizwe James, the council’s 
cabinet member for business, 
employment and skills, said: “New 
media and internet technology is 
not just for larger firms, or those 
that are technology-based. It is just 
as valuable to more ordinary local 
business, particularly ‘one-man 
bands’ and those that are home-based. 
I would encourage everyone to check 
out whether South East Enterprise’s 
programme can help them grow and 
prosper.”

"As a team, we put our emphasis 
on providing practical, communal 
areas with extensive facilities for 
printmaking, textiles, ceramics and 
carpentry. We also offer workshops and 
the opportunity to regularly exhibit in 
our group shows," explained Deborah. 
"So we were all thrilled when the royal 
borough and SEE gave members the 
opportunity to access specialist one 
to one training and group workshops 
which they would not otherwise be 
able to get."

Adiel Khan, who worked with 
the company to improve their 
website ranking on Google, 
said: “We also coached some of 
the staff in the use of MS Excel 
which has helped with internal 
reporting and communication. 
We also help set up remote 
working for senior employees 
which means they can work 
remotely from home on 
occasion which is a cost saving. 
The support is on-going and 
the plan is to help them set up 
further systems in the near 
future.”

TIBETAN restaurant-owner Tensin Dakpa was keen 
to take up the e-business programme to improve 
operations at Kailash Momo, his restaurant in 
Woolwich New Road. 

Tensin wanted to improve his use of internet 
technology - from optimising the restaurant's website 
through to using social media to interact with local 
people. The aim was to increase the customer base, 
as well as become part of the local social scene 

Mr Dakpa told GT: "I attended the SEE's one-day's 
training at their offices at the Woolwich Arsenal 
Gatehouse in Beresford Square on how to use social 
media. I use social media as a business tool, and SEE 
has been helping me set up my website. 

"I hope that my new experience with social media 
reaches out to my customers and encourages them 
to say that they like eating here. I already have more 
than 200 people looking at my Facebook page. I 
am really into social media and it is becoming very 
helpful to promoting my business."

Curtain up
